Infojrmation Technology Seminar in Atlanta, Georgia, by ICathy Pizzolato (one of the co- 
inventors of lhi& application). The presentation includes $creen$hQt$ of the actual "^Referrals, 
Reports, and Resources" web-based software application, also referred to as tho R3 system, 
owned by LOP A. At the time of that presentation, the R3 system was already in its version 1.2 
implementation. 

(2) A copy of an early draft of the R3 System Documentation prepared by the 
Johnston & McLanib software developers hii-ed by LOPA to assist in the development, 
particularly Mo Shah (also one of tlie co-inventors). The date of that dmft is February 3, 2003, 
and its contents on page 5 further indicate that the documentation was iniltally created on 
December 20, 2002. 

From these documents, it can be seen that the invention in this application was made at ^

least as early as December 2002, which is almost a year prior to the September 2003 publication ^ 

dale of the Calisii article. Furthermore, these documents show that the software which embodies 

tho claimed invention was also fully operational and in production use at LOPA for many ^2'^ 



months before the Calistl article.
